Boston Ex-Prosecutor 
Ralph Boyd ¥fins Justice 
Dept Civil Rishts Post 

For the post of as- 
sistant attorney 
general for civil 
rights, former Bos- 
ton prosecutor Ralph 
F. Boyd Jr. was un- 
animously approved 
by the U.S. Senate 
without as much as 
a dissenting vote. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee 
approved Boyd's nomination on a 
voice vote, and the full Senate con- 
firmed him by imanimous consent. 

While serving as an assistant U.S. 
attorney in Massachusetts fi'om 1991 
to 1997, Boyd received the attorney 
general's special achievement award 
for meritorious acts and services. 

His smooth confirmation for the 
civil rights post came as a surprise to 
leaders of both parties. 

Said Atty. Gen. John Ashcroft of 
Boyd's swift: approval by the Senate, 
"Under his leadership, the civil rights 
division will be guided by the principle 
that no one should feel outside the 
prosecution of the law." 

A partner in the Boston law firm 
Goodwin Procter & Hoar at the time of 
his nomination, Boyd, 44, is a native of 
Schenectady, NY, where his father 
founded the local NAACP chapter. He 
is a graduate of Haverford College and 
Harvard Law School. 

Boyd and his wife, Angela, have 
five children. 
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Debate Erapts Over ¥niether Colin Powell Will 
Lead Team At UN Conference On Racism

A national debate suddenly has 
erupted over whether Secretary of 
State Colin Powell should lead the 
U.S. delegation to the August UN 
meeting on global racism. 

At their annual conferences both 
the NAACP led by Kweisi Mfume 
and the National Urban League 
headed by Hugh B. Price have urged 
President Bush to send his highest- 
ranking Black Cabinet member to 
the conference in South Africa. 

As the Urban League conference 
opened in Washington with Presi- 
dent Bush listed to speak at one of 
the sessions, President Hugh B. Price 
called on his administration to send 
a Powell-led delegation to the ses- 
sions. 

Price said that the U.S. should not 
dodge debate over whether the U.S.

owes reparations because of slavery. 

Price drew applause from more 
than 2,000 delegates at the Urban 
League's opening session. 

Recently a Bush aide said that the 
current White House administration 
would not send representatives to the 
United Nations conference if organi- 
zations insist on bringing up slavery 
reparations. 

At the New Orleans conference, 
the NAACP passed an emergency 
resolution calling for Powell to lead 
the group to South Africa. 

Among other supporters of the 
appearance at the UN confab is Rep. 
John Conyers (D-MI), who has argued 
for reparations legislation. "It would be 
particularly disappointing if the presi- 
dent pulls out of the conference," said 
Conyers.

cially those in the South, handle 
race during redistricting. Virginia 
Democrats say the GOP, which 
won control of the state in the 
1990s, "packed" minority voters 
into a Black district to make 
adjoining districts Whiter and 
more Republican, thereby violat- 
ing federal law protecting Black 
voting rights. 

The reapportionment plan re- 
cently signed by Gov. Jim Gilmore 
must now go to the Justice Depart- 
ment. Redistricting plans in nine 
Southern and Southwestern states 
and parts of seven others are sub- 
ject to Justice Department ap- 
proval because of their history of 
discrimination. 

"This is the first congressional 
redistricting plan that really gets 
into the teeth of the Voting Rights 
Act," said Tim Storey, who spe- 
cializes in redistricting for the 
National Conference of State Leg- 
islatures in Denver. "Virginia is so 
early out of the gate on this that 
there's not yet enough of a prece- 
dent to guide partisans on either 



side, so all the other states will 
watch this very carefully. It's the 
first test of the 2001 round of 
redistricting." 

Virginia and New Jersey are the 
only states that hold legislative and 
gubernatorial elections this fall, so 
they are the first to wade into the 
issue of race-based redistricting. 
There are no congressional elec- 
tions until next year. 

The Justice Department in Vir- 
ginia must determine whether the 
racial makeup of the 3rd and 4th 
Congressional Districts violates 
the 1965 Voting Rights Act by 
diluting Black political clout. 

Under the GOP plan, the 3rd 
District would retain a Black major- 
ity of about 57 percent. Democrat 
Robert C. "Bobby" Scott currently 
holds the seat as the only Black 
member of Virginia's congressional 
delegation. 

"It appears the 4th was de- 
signed in such a way that it virtu- 
ally eliminates the opportunity for 
minority voters to elect the candi- 
date of their choice," said Scott.

It was love a first sight when nine- 
year-old Yumecia "Meci" Currie met 
Blondie, a puppy golden retriever and 
the only canine in a cat room at the 
Durham, NC, Orange County Animal 
Shelter. 

The third-grader and her grand- 
mother, Wanda, made plans to adopt 
the puppy from the shelter, and al- 
though the puppy looked healthy, 
they were surprised a few days later 
when a shelter worker called to say 
the puppy had the parvo virus, a dead- 
ly, contagious and expensive-to-treat 
disease. 

So, the day before they had planned 
to adopt Blondie, the puppy went 
instead to Cole Park Veterinary Clin- 
ic to begin treatment. But since the 
clinic closed on the weekend, they had 
to take Blondie to the Pets emergency

clinic in Durham so treatment could 
continue. But before the treatment 
Currie said she knew Meci had to 
make a pivotal decision between 
Blondie's desperately needed care 
and the money she had saved for her 
long awaited trip to Disney World. 
Currie said she let Meci make the deci- 
sion. But Meci didn't hesitate, Cur- 
rie revealed. 

"Meci said to me: We can always 
go to Disney World. We can save mon- 
ey again,' " Currie said. "Meci is good- 
hearted. It showed me that much 
more how goodhearted she is. 

They paid $400 up-front for the 
two-day care. Blondie's treatment 
added up to about $1,000.

ney World has given them each two- 
day passes to their theme parks. 

Now Meci looks forward to fun with 
Blondie and at Walt Disney World: "I 
just like to play and play," Meci said.

1995 and 2000 the population of 
obese people rose from 200 million 
to 300 million. 

Defined as roughly 30 pounds 
overweight for the average 5-foot 4- 
inch woman and 40 pounds for the 
average 5-foot 9-inch man, obesity 
nearly doubled in the last two de- 
cades and now includes 27 percent 
of the population. Overweight Amer- 
icans surpassed 60 percent of the 
coimtr/s population. 

Extremely obese people, those 
who are 65 pounds overweight or 
more, increased to more than 5 per- 
cent of the population. 

Experts said obesity grows more 
common in developing countries as 
they shift from rural to urban 
economies and the nature of work 



becomes less physical. Fast food and 
processed food also played a role, 
because more people moved from 
home cooking with fresh ingredi- 
ents. 

Obesity, it was reported, con- 
tributes to 300,000 deaths a year. 
And a recent RAND think tank 
study declared obesity is as bad or 
worse for your health than smok- 
ing, problem drinking or living in 
poverty. 

Nearly 80 percent of obese 
adults are reported to suffer from 
high blood pressure, diabetes, high 
blood cholesterol, coronary 
heart disease, gallbladder disease or 
osteoarthritis, according to the Unit- 
ed States Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention.

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Merrill Lynch Names Stanley O'Neal 
its First Black President And COO 



The brokerage firm of 
Merrill Lynch recently 
promoted E. Stanley 
O'Neal to president and 
chief operating officer, 
which puts him in line to 
become the company's first 
Black chief executive. 

The current CEO, Da- 
vid Komansky, said O'Neal 
beat out three other can- 
didates for the job. O'Neal's 
elevation to COO puts him in line to 
succeed Komansky, 62, when he re- 
tires in 2004. 

If O'Neal does succeed Komansky, 
he would become only the third Black 
executive to lead a major U.S. finan- 
cial services firm, after Franklin 
Raines, CEO of mortgage financing 
company Fannie Mae, and Kenneth 
Chenault, president and chief operat- 
ing officer of American Express Co. 

In his new post, O'Neal steps into 
a job that has been vacant at Merrill 
Lynch since 1999. 

"In every position he has held at 
Merrill Lynch he has shown a passion 
for excellence and market leader- 
ship," said Komansky. "...Through 
his broad experience across the many 
facets of our business, Stan O'Neal 
has demonstrated keen strategic 
vision and a great ability to inspire 
and lead people." 

O'Neal, 49, will continue in his cur- 
rent position as head of the U.S. Pri-

< Alice Coachman, athlete, became the first 
Black woman to win an Olympic Gold Medal during 
the Simmier Olympic Gaimes in London on this day. 
Coachman set a new Olympic high jimip record for 
women when she jumped 5 feet, 6X inches. She was 
the only American woman to win a track event that 
year. Born in Albany, GA, she trained for sprint 
events in fields and dirt roads and jimaped barefoot at 
a neighborhood playground because Blacks could not 
participate in organized athletic activities.

He 
retired fi*om the post in 1993. A native of Harlem, NY, Colin Luther Pow- 
ell was bom April 5, 1937, and graduated from the City College of New York 

and its ROTC program in 1958 with a degree 

in geology and Army commission as a sec- 
ond lieutenant. Following a tour of duty in 
Vietnam, Powell received an MBA degree 
from George Washington University in 1971. 
Over his 35-year military career, Powell rose 
to the rank of four-star general. In 1987, two 
years before the Joint Chiefs appointment by 
Bush, Powell was named national security 
advisor by then-President Ronald Reagan. 
On January 20, 2001, Colin Powell was con- 
firmed by the Senate as Secretary of State 
under the George W. Bush administration.

Experts Tell How To Overcome Sex Addiction 




A Dr. Joyce Hamilton Berry says that a 
person can overcome sex addiction by first 
admitting there is a problem. 

Sex is a natural part of life. But 
when someone's desire for sex be- 
comes uncontrollable to the point that 
it consumes a large part of his life, 
then it becomes an addiction. 

The good news is that-as with all 
addictions-there are ways to over- 
come sex addiction, according to ex- 
perts. 

An addiction usually is sympto- 
matic of an underlying disorder like 
depression or an anxiety disorder, 
says Dr. Joyce Hamilton Berry, a clin- 
ical psychologist in private practice in 
Washington, D.C., and Colimibia, MD. 
The addiction, she adds, is an attempt

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to reheve the uncomfortable feelings 
a person is having. 

Berry says that in order to overcome 
a sex addiction, a person must first 
admit he has a problem controlling the 
behavior. "With that awareness," she 
says, "a person must then make a deci- 
sion to do something about it." 

Once a person becomes aware that 
the behavior is out of control and cre- 
ating a problem. Berry suggests "find- 
ing a mental health specialist or group 
where [a person] can address these 
problems. Some 12 step groups can 
help people control their addictions." 

Berry says that part of the treat- 
ment is getting a person to become 
aware of when the desires are 
aroused. "With an awareness of the 
changes that occur in the body and 
psychologically, you can exert more 
control. One treatment technique 
could be cognitive, where you can 
become aware and do things in place 
of that addiction." 




A Rap star-actor LL Cool J and former baseball star Darryl Strawberry both battled sex 
addiction. LL Cool J, who was a pornography addict, wrote in his autobiography that he 
"got fed up" and "quit, cold turkey" with his addiction. 



Judge Leslie Isaiah Gaines of West 
Chester, OH, says that he couldn't get 
enough of women. "I had a four-or-five- 
woman-a-day habit. I loved women and 
women loved me like I was an ath- 
lete." 

Gaines says that when he became a 
high-priced successful lawyer, he 
looked at women as "part of a game" for 
him because most of his life he wanted 
to be a "lover" and "player." He also said 
that he bought into the philosophy the 
true mark of a man was measured by 
the nimiber of women he had. 

"It took me 40 years to recognize 
that women are queens to be respect- 
ed and not sex toys to be treated like 
junk. Respect for womanhood is the 
beginning of real manhood," he says. 

Gaines left the bench of the Hamil- 
ton County Municipal Court in Cin- 
cinnati to go into the ministry in 1996 
to start his own church. Everybody's 



Tabernacle. It wasn't until two years 
ago that "God delivered" him "from a 
40-year wilderness of lust addiction," 
he says. 

A year ago Gaines started an out- 
reach ministry, F.L.A.P.P. (Former 
Lx)vers Addicts Partyers and Players 
Anonymous) at his church to assist 
others with sex addictions. 

"In any form of addiction, you must 
have the will and desire to give some- 
thing up. What you are addicted to 
v^ll become distasteful. I didn't view 
that type of lifestyle as a problem imtil 
I wanted to give it up. People who do 
something too much don't view it as a 
problem until they want to give it up. 

"Addiction is a color-blind, equal- 
opportunity seducer that has destroy- 
ed men from pimps to preachers to 
presidents," he concludes. 

Rapper-actor LL Cool J wrote in 
his autobiography, / Make My Own 
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▲ Sex addiction is difficult to define 
because it is based on a moral interpreta- 
tion of behavior, says Dr. Herbert Samuels. 

Rules, that he was a pornography 
addict. 

"I was addicted to pom. Aside from 
it always being in the house, it repre- 
sented power and escape," he wrote in 
the book. "Sex, with a healthy helping 
of pornography thrown in, made me 
feel I had control of my emotions, feel- 
ings. But I really didn't. It was con- 
trolling me." 

LL says that a sexual experience 
with a pregnant groupie was the final 
encoimter that helped him realize how 
out of control he really was. He made 
the choice to become more sexually 
responsible, and the first step to doing 
this was to rid himself of his massive 
porno collection of tapes and maga- 
zines. 

"I was illing, juggling all of these 
ladies and not respecting any of 
them-or myself. So one day I got fed 
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up," recalls LL, who says that he "quit, 
cold turkey" with his obsession. 

Former Yankee slugger Darryl 
Strawberry told "60 Minutes" that he 
wasn't just battling booze and drugs, 
but he also was addicted to women. 

"Not one, not two, but, you know, 
women, women, women-and I just 
couldn't get myself away from it," he 
once told "60 Minutes." "I was addict- 
ed to it. I was addicted to the women. 
1 was addicted to the drinking. I was 
addicted to the drugs." 

What oft^n is described as a sex 
addict is based on very moralistic 
terms, beheves Dr. Herbert Samuels, a 
professor at the City University of New 
York at LaGuardia and a p£ist presi- 
dent of the Society for the Scientific 
Study of Sexuality, Eastern Region. 

"By some definition, almost any- 
body can be a sex addict, depending 
on whose definition you use," he ex- 
plains. "The theory of being a sex ad- 
dict is based on a moral interpretation 
of behavior. The problem I have is, 
Who decides what is too much? That 
is a moral judgement and not a scien- 
tific judgement." 

He says that too many people self- 
diagnose themselves as "sex addicts," 
instead of dealing with certain 
thoughts and behaviors that are trou- 
bling and make them out of control. 

Samuels notes, "Rather than deal 
with the causes, they just say, Tm a 
sex addict and IH be in recovery for 
the rest of my life.' Some people get 
addicted to going to the groups. They 
go to meetings and talk about the very 
thing they want to get away from. For 
some it's a great place to pick up peo- 
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▲ Sex educator-counselor Dr. Twinet 
Parmer says one must explore all relative 
issues that might impact a sex addiction. 
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pie and go to find a date and not control 
their own behavior." 

Education is an important factor in 
overcoming sex addiction, says sex edu- 
cator-counselor Dr. Twinet Parmer, an 
associate professor of counseling at Cen- 
tral Michigan University, 

"A person must explore all relative 
issues that may impact this," she says. 
'There must be some type of behavior 
modification... You have to look at the 
arousal pattern. There is a cycle that 
people go into and things that will 
trigger this." 

She continues, "You must teach 
these individuals social skills. How to 
communicate, and how to interact, how 
to control stress. Some anger may be 
present. Someone might have isolated 
them as a child and they must be 
taught how to deal with these feelings." 



Florida Teen Gets 28 Years 
For Killins Teacher

A 14-year-old Florida boy who 
shot to death his favorite teacher in a 
rage on the last day of school, was 
recently sentenced to 28 years in 
prison. 

Nathaniel Brazill, who was tried as 
an adult, had faced at least a 25-year 
minimum sentence and up to life in 
prison for killing Barry Grunow at 
Lake Worth Middle School in Lake 
Worth, FL, last year.

"I can tell you he's pleased. Na- 
thaniel just wanted to know if there 
is a light at the end of the tunnel," 
Udell said. The defense had sought 
the minimum 25-year term. Brazill's 
family had rejected a plea deal of 25 
years offered by prosecutors before 
the trial. 

Brazill was tried as an adult and 
convicted earlier this year of second- 
degree murder for killing the 35- 
year-old English teacher he called a 
"great man aind a great teacher." (Jet, 
June 4). 

Brazill had returned to school af- 
ter being suspended by a counselor 
earlier that day for throwing water 
balloons. He shot Grunow after the 
teacher refused to let the seventh- 
grader talk to two girls in his class. 
At a daylong sentencing hearing, 
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tion as Circuit Judge Richard Wen- 
net rendered his decision. 

The 28-year sentence is without 
the possibiUty of parole or time off for 
good behavior. 

In issuing the sentence, Judge 
Wennet had to decide whether the 
teen would be a danger to society or 
could be rehabilitated. But he made 
no public comment on his reasoning 
for imposing the 28-year sentence. 

The judge ordered the teen to eeim 
his high school diploma, take an an- 
ger management course and spend 
two years in a form of house arrest 
after completing his sentence. He 
also will serve five years' probation. 

The teen's lawyer, Robert Udell, 
said the family will appeal and will 
not seek clemency until the appeals 
process was completed.

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SCLC Head Martin Luther 
Kins III Addresses Charges 
Of Conflict Within The 
Cnril Rights Group 




A SCLC President Martin Luther King III 
said he was ""very disappointed that our 
chairman chose to air the issues of internal 
SCLC workings before the nation. " 

After news hit the media that Mar- 
tin Luther King III might lose his post 
as president of the Southern Christ- 
ian Leadership Conference (SCLC) if 
his job performance did not improve, 
King recently held a news conference 
to respond to charges of growing ten- 
sion between himself and the civil 
rights organization that his famous 
father, the Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr., co-founded in 1957. 

"Whatever SCLC has gone through, 
every organization has gone through," 
King said from the group's downtown 
Atlanta headquarters. "It's generally 
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not done on the front pages of the news- 
papers. There were internal issues that 
we, as a board, have addressed." 

King, 43, who has led the SCLC 
since 1998, reportedly was placed on 
administrative leave in late 
June and reinstated a week 
later. The Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution reported that 
SCLC board Chairman Claud 
Young told King in a letter 
that he has "consistently been 
insubordinate and displayed 
inappropriate obstinate be- 
havior in the carrying out of 
your duties as president. . 

Yoimg also wrote that 
King had failed to set a clear 
agenda and had not raised 
enough money for the non- 
profit organization during his 
three-year tenure. 

At the press conference, 
King declined to talk about 
the specific complaints lodged against 
him by Yoimg, but did say that a 
"philosophical divide" exists between 
him and the chairman. 

"I'm very disappointed that our 
chairman chose to air the issues of 
internal SCLC workings before the 
nation," King said, noting that the 
SCLC board did not vote at any time 
to suspend him and that his tenure as 
president is not on the agenda of the 
group's upcoming convention in Mont- 
gomery, AL. 

Young said a lack of conmiunica- 
tion combined with King's frequent 
stints away from headquarters had 
worried board members about the 
focus and ftiture of the SCLC. He said 




that all is now well within the organi- 
zation and that King's job is safe. 

While King called recent events an 
'Wfortunate public airing of linen," he 
said a strategic plan for SCLC is in the 
works.

After Frazier-Lyde was outpointed by 
Ali-her only career loss-in the dual 
slugfest, Frazier praised his daughter 
at the postfight press conference. 
"Jacqui, you certainly have your dad- 
dy in you." 

Laila Ali, the famed Muhammad 
Ali's yoimgest daughter, said her for- 
mer heavyweight champion father 
didn't exactly like that she is boxing, 
but he is proud and supports her. "I'm 
like the son he never had. In some 



small way, I can't help but continue 
the legacy of Muhammad Ali," Laila, 
23, told the Dayton Daily News. "I'm 
the only one of his (nine) children to 
follow in his footsteps." 

One distinction between the Ali 
boxers is that "She-Bee-Stinging" Ali 
says she's more of a fighter than her 
dad. At 10 undefeated bouts and 
counting, her goal is to become a 
champion-like her dad. Right now, 
fighting under her father's name "just 
makes me work harder."

Roy Jones 
Successfully Defends 
Championship Titles 

Roy Jones, Jr. recently defended 
his light-heavyweight championship 
to retain his WBC, IBF and WBA 
titles. 

Jones, arguably one of the best 
pound-for-pound fighters around, 
dominated Julio Gonzalez (27-1) of 
Orange County, CA, before a crowd 
of 20,409 at Staples Center in Los 
Angeles. 



The 32-year-old champion 
(45-1) fi'om Pensacola, FL, won 
by a unanimous, 12-round deci- 
ion after he dropped Gronzalez 
three times. 

"I gave myself a 10," Jones 
said of his effort. 

It made no difference that 
Gronzalez, at 6-foot-2, is 3 inch- 
es taller than Jones and had a 
5-inch reach advantage. How- 
ever, Jones, who never ap- 
peared hurt or in any danger, 
praised Gronzalez for putting up 
a tough fight. 

"He was strong and he had 
heart," Jones said about his op- 
ponent. "My plan was to work 
the body, wear him down. I had 
too much respect to go for the 
quick knockout." 

Midway through the first 
round, Jones dropped his chal- 
lenger with a short left to the 
jaw. Jones knocked Gonzalez down 
again with another left in the open- 
ing seconds of the fifth roimd. 

At one point late in the sixth, 
Jones smiled when Gonzalez landed 
a fierce blow to his face that didn't 
stiunble the champ at all. 

Over the next few rounds, each 
landed a punch here and there until 
the final round when Jones used his 
quickness and threw a right hand, 
making Gonzalez connect with the 
canvas for the third time. 

Jones earned $1.5 million and his 
company. Square Ring, Inc., also was 
paid $1.5 million. Gonzalez earned 
$500,000.

Deion Sanders Announces 
Retirement From Football 



Seven-time Pro Bowl comer back Deion Sanders 
recently announced his retirement from the NFL. 

The decision to leave football came less than one 
full day after Sanders cleaned out his locker with 
the Syracuse SkyChiefs, the Triple-A affihate of the ^ 
Toronto Blue Jays. Thus leaving his baseball ftiture 
uncertain as well. 

Sanders, who will be 34 on August 9, informed the Washington Redskins 
he was not returning to the NFL through his agent Eugene Parker. 

"In my discussions with [Parker], it was evident from his comments that 
Deion Sanders did not want to play football," coach Marty Schottenheimer 
said. 

"With that imderstanding, both parties have reached a mutually benefi- 
cial agreement. Deion Sanders will retire as a National Football League play- 
er, and a financial agreement has been reached." 

Sanders and the Redskins agreed on a settlement that will allow him to 
keep all but $500,000 of the $8 million signing bonus he received as part of 
the seven-year, $56 million contract that he signed with the team last sum- 
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mer. 

He had already received $5.5 mil- 
lion of the bonus, and was due 
another $2.5 million this year. The two 
sides agreed to delay that payment 
until next March, with Sanders 
now set to get $2 million. The dou- 
ble-pro athlete will still count as 
$5.2 million against the cap next year. 

Combining flair with talent 
through his whole career, Sanders 
earned the nickname Prime Time, 
and remains the only person to 
play in both the World Series and the 
Super Bowl. 

Sanders, who in his return with 
the Cincinnati Reds went 3-for-3 on 
May 1 in his first major-league game 
since 1997, is one of the few players 
who played on ofiFense and defense in 
the NFL. The quick, talented and 
flamboyant Sanders holds the NFL 
record with 18 touchdowns on re- 
turns. The defender also has made 48 
career interceptions, including eight 
returned for TDs.

One listen to new singer Alicia 
Keys and you're hooked. Add a 
dash of classical piano, a pinch of 
blues and a sprinkle of R&B and 
you've captured the essence of the tal- 
ented artist who's sitting pretty as 
one of music's fastest-rising stars. 

The 20-year-old singer-songwriter 
is living up to all of the hype sur- 
rounding her smash debut album, 
Songs in A Minor, which has remained 
No. 1 on music charts for at least five 
weeks since it was released a couple of 
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When her first single. Falling hit 
music airwaves, fans immediately 
fell in love with the biracial beauty 
with the comrows and husky voice. 
On the ballad. Keys tickles the 
ivories by weaving in a portion of 
Beethoven's Fur Elise before cascad- 
ing into a bluesy, soul-stirring tale 
about a woman riding an emotional 
roller coaster of love.

"It 
was kind of something that comes 
natural to me, studying classical for 
so long and having a love of soul and 
R&B music. It's kind of something 
that fiised together by itself I think 
people are always ready for some- 
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thing different." 

Ready or not. Keys has been strik- 
ing all the right chords with her 
impressive debut album. Known for 
her trademark comrows, the power- 
house vocaUst says some people are a 
bit surprised when they see her. 

"People who don't know me ask 
me if Fm an MC," she chuckles. "They 
always ask me, *Do you rhyme?' I say, 
Well, I could rhyme if I wanted to.' 
They get a kick out of it. I think clas- 
sical music has a notorious reputa- 
tion for being a little stuffy, and I 
think this just kind of brings it down 
to earth." 

Lauded by fans, music critics and 
industry bigwigs alike, Keys has put 
a spell on virtually everyone who 
hears her perform.
